THE frequent Changes in our Government, 


aſter the execrable Murther of King CHARLES I, 


not only made the Eugliſb Government ridicu- 


lous Abroad, but puzzled Foreign Miniſters re- 


ſiding here, how to behave themſelves, what 
Parties to Court, to whom Addreſs, or indeed 


how to direct their Memorials, for the Names

{ions ale the neceſſary Conſequences of Folly and 
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Faction, when Men leave the beaten Paths pre- 

{ſcribed by the Laws, and Ancient Conſtitution, 
to follow the Syſtems of their own wild Imagi- 
| nations, by Attempts aboye their Genius, But 

| theſe wicked Scenes were ſoon cloſed through 
| the Extravagances which the Movers of them 

attempted to diſplay : curbed by the immedi- 

ate Interpoſition of that Power, by which the

© STAURATION of King CHARLES the Second. 


HE made his Entry into London on the 29" 
of May, 1660; a Day doubly Auſpicious, for 
his Birth, and Return; never was Cavalcade more 
Illuſtrious, than this 'Triumphal March through 

his Capital City. Whether we conſider the 
| Greatneſs and Sincerity of the Joy, the Solem- 
| nity of the Sight, the Auguſt Majeſty of the 
| Perſons, who were three Brothers *, the fineſt 
Princes of Europe, all in the Flower of their 
Age, riding through the Acclamations of the 
People, agitated with the different Paſſions of 
Joy and Shame; Joy to ſee them returned at 
| laſt, and Shame to have Injured them ſo ys 


A Sweetneſs of Temper, Affability, and 
Good Nature, were leſs remarkable in ' theſe 
Princes, by being eſſential to the Name of 
$T UA RT: and the firſt Inſtance of theſe 


d King Cuantes II, JAukEs Duke of York; Hxxxr Duke 
Jof Glouceſter, 
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good Qualities given by the KI NS was, his 
Care in expediting An At of Oblivion, that he 


might ſettle a Quiet in the Minds of his Subjects 


equal to the Serenity of the Government they 
had the Happineſs to live under : In this Aﬀair 


he was forced to interpole between the Juſtice 
of his Parliament, and the Guilt of his Enemies, 
2 greater Number of whom were defigned to 
be excepted, in this Act of Indemnity, than 
| what the Mercy of this Prince would permit; 


Jo that there were but Ten Examples made out 


of ſo many Legions as were guilty of his Fa- 
ther's Blood. 


THESE erte yARs of Juſtice vi paſſed, 


and the Government ſettled on ſuch laſting Foun- 


ations, as promiſed nothing but Peace and Hap- 
pineſs, the Young MoNARCH, voluptuous in 


| his Nature, and too much refigned to his Plea- 


ſures, ſeemed reſolved to make amends for the 
Chagrin of ſo long an Exile, by enjoying the 


Reſt of Lite; this made him neglect taking ſuch 


Meaſures as would not only have ſecured his 


Quiet and Safety, but that of his Succeſlors, 


As all Turns of State are generally violent 
and precipitate, this PRINCE at his firſt Ac- 
ceſſion to the Throne, found a Diſpoſition in 
his People to have made him as Great, and Ab- 
ſolute, as a reaſonable Ambition could have de- 
fired; for through a Conſciouſneſs of their late 
Injuſtice, they thought they could not do too 
much to repens a F milf, whom they had 


Þ 
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fo undeſervedly injured; beſides the wrong and 
popular Notions of Liberty, which had been fo 


fatal to them, were now exploded; they had 


too. dearly bought the Experience of their Er- 


rors, and the Conſequences were too freſh in 
: their Memories of purſuing Chimerical Notions - 


of ill grounded Dangers, a wrong Senſe of which 
had involved them in all their Troubles; this 


made the People of England, now newly re- 
turned to their Senſes, the more willing to truſt 


that Power in the PRINCE, which they had 


found they could not manage * but to 
their own Deſtruction. 


BUT CHARL ES, through an Indolence in his 
Temper, or elſe wholly guided by the Coun- 


{els of the Chancellor, Hyde, rejected all Ad- 


vances that were offered to make him Eaſy, 
Safe, and Great; how that Miniſter came aſter- 


wards to fall into the Odium of a Party to whom 


he was fo ſerviceable, is a Myſtery, for he was 
the fatal Perſon who adviſed his Maſter to court 
his Enemies, and neglect his Friends, by which 


falſe Policy the Intereſt of the Royal Family 


has been deſtroyed; beſides this, ſeveral other 
Counſels were given by the fame Perſon, that 
ſeem more Popular than Arbitrary, for he pre- 
vented ſuch a Revenue being {ſettled on the 
Crown, as would have made the KINGS of 


England not ſo dependant; notwithſtanding 
all theſe Services, this Great Man was attacked 
by a Faction in the Houſe of Commons, and 
forced into Exile, in which he Died, leaving

his Maſter, by his fatal Miſtakes, entangled in 


| 55 Difficalties, as ſucceeding Minifters with- 
| cout Violence could not unravel. 


THE Earl of Clarendon's melancholy Cata- 
ſtrophe, of which the Public may now ſee his own 
Account and Defence of himſelf, is a fatal Me- 
mento for all future Prime Miniſters, eſpecially 
in England, who may think themſelves eſta- 

bliſhed upon the moſt laking Bf s of their Self- 
raiſed Popularity. 


' NEXT to him, being the Chief among the 
Converts, was the famous Anthony Aſhley Cooper, 

_ Earl of Shaftesbury, who from an old Presby- 
terian, either through Ambition or Inconſtancy, 
was entirely come over to the Royal Party; 
this Miniſter was a Man of extraordinary Parts, 
great Knowledge of the World, and Applica- 
tion to Buſineſs, but of no principle, Honour, 
or Conſcience ; in Confirmation of which, he 
had chalked out a Way for the King his Ma- 

| fer to have trampled on the Necks of his Peo- 

ple, and to have been as Abſolute as the Great 
Mogul; but CHARLES, through a Diffidence 
in his Nature, and Averſion to Enterprizes of 
Hazard, but chiefly out of a Principle of Ge- 
neroſity that would not permit him to make ſo 
ill a Return to a People who had ſo frankly 
Reſtored him, rejected the pernicious Advice: 
this mortally diſguſted Shaftesbury, whole Re- 
ſentments being more inflamed aſterwards by 
j the King's not concurring, f in tome other of

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of the RESTAURATION. xx 
his Arbitrary Projects, made him at laſt break 
all Meaſures with the Court, the dernier Reſort 
of all diſguſted Miniſters, go over to the other 
Party, and ſet himſelf up the Champion of the 
popular Faction; (the Hydra of the Populace, 
who are ever, in their own Conceits, Right, 

yet Experience always proves them in the 
Wrong) and as he was a Man violent in his 
Paſſions, and implacable in his Malice, he con- 
ceived ſo mortal an Averſion to the KING, 
that, like a baffled Raviſher, he reſolved to 
ruin that Virtue which he could not de- 
bauch.

HoOWEVER, notwithſtanding all the Efforts

| the French Monarch had his ſhare of the Affront, 
| which made it ſeem the common Cauſe of Ma- 
| jeſty to yindicate the Honour of Crowned Heads 
| from the Attacks of an inſolent People, who 
| elated with their Riches, and Power, ſeemed to 
inſult the reſt of Mankind. 


THE Suceeſs of this War was an{werable

Confederated, are a Match at this Day for France, 


How much ſtronger would the ſame Powers be 
when centered in one Point? If we had the 
Money, People, Manufactures, Strength, and 


Shipping of Holland, in this Iſland, Joined to 


our own, moſt of which we ſhould have had, 
if they had never been a Republick with the 
Advantage of Situation, England would have 
been an inexhauſtible Magazine of Men, Mo-

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ney, and Arms, and at this Day one great Gar-

IHE Succeſſes of France alarmed our Fana- 
ticks, they could not without the moſt extreme 
| Regret ſee their dear Duteh Brethren reduced 
to ſuch Diſtreſs; upon this they raiſed ſuch a 
Clamour, as obliged the King to recal his Troops 
in the French Service; the popular Apprehen- 
| ſions which theſe Men raiſed, and the ill Blood 
| that they made againſt the King, laid the Foun- 
dation of thoſe Diſtempers and Animoſities which 
the Nation laboured under for ſeveral Years, all 
| which were more inflamed, and brought on the

I have in my hands an Order of Council of 
the 13 of Auguſt 1660, whereby it is ordered, 
That his Royal Highneſs take care that the Pe- 
titioners juſt Complaints and Grievances, con- 
tained in the annexed Schedule, be by all due 
means redreſſed. In the Schedule ſigned by the 
Clerk of the Council, (which is a Repreſenta- 
| tionof the Grievances preſented from the Cinque 
Ports) the firſt Article is, That by the ancient 
Uſage and Cuſtom within the Cinque Ports and 
their Members, no Frenchmen or Foreigners 
whatſoever have been permitted to fiſh on thoſe 
Coaſts, (accounting at leaſt half-ſeas-over eve- 
ry where to the Engliſb Nation) except only, 
fince the Alliance betwixt England and France, 
about four or ſix Boats in one Year, which had 
firſt obtained ſpecial Licence and Allowance 
thereto from the Lord Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, granted in favour of the French Court, 
and for the King's own Uſe. Upon this, there 
was about fourteen (Tears) aſter, a Ship ſent from 
the Downs on purpoſe to give notice to the 
French Fiſhermen, that they were to forbear 
fiſhing any more upon that Coaſt; and that if 
they did not, their Nets ſhould be taken from 
them; but for that Time no Violence was of- 
| tered to them. Since that, the Governor of Die
